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Mr. Roosevelt Is Not Government 
D 
UKINO the lull In the presidential speech- 
making. this Is good time to remember again 
that voters are not called upon this year, or any 
election year, to make a decision In a popularity 
contest between individuals. The purpose of a 
national election is lo establish a government to 
run the country for the nest four years. The 
votes cast for a chief executive and vice presl 
dent are only part of the process. Equally im 
portant on the national ticket Is election of rep 
resentatlves and senators, and It Is a curious 
circumstance 
that 
the 
prospect 
here 
Is 
for 
•lection of a Republican majority in the house of 
representatives regardless of the outcome of the 
presidential race. 
It is as though Che electorate discerned more 
clearly at the legislative level of government what 
It Is being urged to see clearly at the executive 
level—that as a government the New Ileal Is 
washed up, regardless of what happens to Mr. 
Roosevelt In his bld for a fourth term. The prob­ 
ability that his personal popularity Is blinding a 
great 
many 
voters 
to tho political 
facts 
is 
Illustrated, of course, by the fact that virtually 
no one among the President’! supporters wants 
to think of the prospect which would ensue lf he 
were to be elected and succeeded before the end 
of his term by his running mate, Sen. Truman. 
The senator has been sn able chairman of an 
Important special committee, but no one thinks 
of him as bslng sh it to organise a government 
or to extemporise an administration out of the 
quarreling minorities which Mr. Roosevelt man­ 
ages to reconcile after a fashion. 
Partisanship, which la most active at the per 
annal level In politics, has only limited appeal 
to so-called Independent voters, who are sup 
posed to hold the balance of power In this year's 
close election. But beyond the talking points ot 
partisanship, there Is the unalterable fact that 
the kind of government we are to have after 
next January is more Important than the name 
of Its chief executive.

The Prolonged Depression 
T HE debate between Mr. Dewey 
and Mr. Roosevelt over the 
prolongation of the depression con­ 
cerns Itself with matters which 
are by now fully documented and 
about which there no longer should 
be any doubt.

Aid To China 
T"HE disquieting effect of the current popular 
* 
discovery that China la unable to carry out 
Ba rota in the campaign against Japan should 
ylsld In due time to saner conclusions than those 
which have muddled American thinking about our 
Asiatic ally. 
We have taken China’s ability to fight Japan 
forever for granted. We have taken It for granted 
that our military strategists knew what they 
were doing. We have taken it for granted that 
when the time came to turn Allied power on 
Japan in full, China still would be carrying on 
Its long, one sided fight against Japan and would 
he on hand and fully prepared to close in for 
the kill. 
AU these assumptions now are being challenged 
by events. Jasmn plainly Is hopeful of knocking 
China out of the war before the Allies can cora* 
to the rescue; the whole aspect of the Asiatic : 
land campaign has been changed in recent weeks 
by evidence that Japan Is carrying out a strategic 
plan on the malnlaud calculated to offset Allied 
strength on the sea. 
The trouble Is not that the Chinese are any 
less willing to fight than they have been through­ 
out their long and bloody war with Japan, but 
that, having fought so long, they are less able to 
fight. There is no occasion for recriminations on 
the part of the Chinese and ainparently no Inten­ 
tion to make recriminations. But it was Inevitable 
as the war wore on that Americans would learn 
more about the realties of China’s plight and (ha 
Inadequacy of the ald being received. That is the 
discovery uow reaching the people—and it Is not j 
reassuring, though In the long run it may be the 
best thing that could have happened to reveal 
the proportions of the task In the Pacific theater. I

Ty /TY FATHER was'bom in Russia but be 
XV A came to America years ago. With my 
brothers Al and Mike, I was brought up as a 
good American. 


“ When I was in my teens I met a handsome 
young Navy man at a Shriner’s convention in 
San Francisco. His name was Bryan Conner. 
It was love at first sight—and you know the 
reputation of the Navy for action. Bryan pro­ 
posed that night. He didn't know when we 
could marry because he had to get right back 
to his destroyer. But we weren’t going to wait. 


“ I rented a motor boat, went out to the de­ 
stroyer and talked to the captain. In five min­ 
utes Bryan was on his way back to shore and 
we were married. 


“As time passed we had a fine baby boy. 
We named him William. By the time Bill was 
growing into young manhood my husband 
was assigned to recruiting service in Atlanta. 
He and Bill had great times hunting and fish­ 
ing together. We were a happy family. My 
two brothers visited us often and we’d have 
the jolliest parties and picnics. 


“Then the war started in Europe. Our son 
came to us one night and explained how he 
felt about it. He wanted to be prepared so he 
enlisted. 


“Like any mother I hated him to leave 
home—but I couldn’t stand in his way. Bill 
joined up. 


“ Pearl Harbor was more than my husband 
could take. He had lots of friends on the 
Arizona, the Utah, and other ships. He was 
48 years old but he asked for active duty and 
he got it—oo a PT boat in the Sooth Padfia 


“My brother* got in too—Al in the Army, 
Mike in the Sea bees. There they were—all four 
of them in it, my husband and brother Mike 
in the Pacific; my son and brother A lio Aida. 


“I had to do something. So I went to w ad­ 
ing school. After I finished school I taught 


welding. My thoughts were always with my 
husband, my son, and my brothers. I was 
working for them. I was living for their return. 
On June 30th of last year I opened this tele­ 
gram: 


The Secretary of War desires that I tender 
his deepest sympathy to you in the loss of 
your son. Report received states that he 
was killed in action on June 28th in the 
North African Theatre of War. 


“Four days later, on the 4th of July, I got 
another message: 


Deeply regret to inform you that your 
brother, Michael Zadorkin, was killed in 
action in performance of his duty and in 
the service of his country in the South Pa­ 
cific on July 2, 1943. 


“On July 8th I read: 


The Secretary of War desires that I tender 
his deepest sympathy to you in the loss of 
your brother, Allan Zadorkin. Report re­ 
ceived states he was killed in action oo 
July 6th, 1943. 


“Some time later I saw my husband. He 
was as shocked as I was about the death of 
our only son and my two brothers. But he was 
all the more determined to fight on. 


“I remember seeing him off. It was at a sub­ 
marine base in Florida. At two in the morn­ 
ing. There was a light mist over the harbor. I 
kissed my husband and he went abroad his 
PT boat. I watched him as long as I could see 
him waving good-bye. 


“It wasn’t many weeks later that I opened 
a final message: 


Deeply regret to inform you your husband. 
William Jennings Bryan Conner was killed 
in action in performance of his duty and in 
the service of his country. 


“I am not asking for pity. Not even sym­ 
pathy. My men died the way they would have 
liked to die—fighting. We must carry on their 
fight. 


“I won’t be meeting my boy or my husband 
or my brothers again, but I want to see to it 
that other women get their men back. 


‘T he last thing my husband wrote me was: 
‘Keep up the good work at the bomber plant.* 
That’s what I am doing . . . welding and rivet­ 
ing. And I’m going to keep on doing it as long 
as I can stand on my two feet. I am going to 
stay at my job. I am going to buy War Bonds. 
I’m not licked and I never will be. I’m going 
to live to sec that day—that great day—when 
our enemies are made to pay in full for the 
lives they have taken away from all of us.** 


That is Helen Conner’s stoiy. Her tragedy 
is made public here only because it makes this 
fact crystal-clear: a war can be won only by 
sacrifice.

"W hen our enemies see Amer­

factories 
every year, they are cheered even 
though the fires are due to our 
own carelessness and ignorance, 
and not to their action,” he 'said. 
According to last year’s statis­ 
tics, farm buildings went up in 
smoke at the rate of one every 16 
minutes and m anufacturers’ losses 
exceeded the toll of 1940 by 176 
percent. 
“At this rate, our war effort has 
certainly been influenced and crip­ 
pled and, since everyone knows 
that an army ’moves on its stom ­ 
ach,’ our farm lands m ust continue 
to produce the necessary food and 
our homes must provide the help 
to produce it. 
“But the devastating toll that 
fires have taken of lives and prop­ 
erty cannot be perm itted to con­ 
tinue any longer, lest our nation 
will have neither men, ammunition 
or weapons, and we will have de­ 
feated ourselves," he declared.
